records of the republican and democratic 
parties. They listened closely to every word 
as be showed the progress of the country 
under the guidance of McKinley and Roose- 


Congressmen Cannon, J. Adam Bede of 
Dulath, Minn., and William Alden Smith of 
Michigan also discussed the campaign, each 
from his characteristic point of view. Presi- 
dent Charles M. Foell of the Marquette club 
presided. On the platform were seated fifty 
republican politicians of national reputation. 
Before the speaking 2,000 persons sat down 
to a harvest home @.pper in the main hall of 
the armory.

Court Regards Question as Legal. 

_ After the arguments as to the rights of the 
Chicago Passenger road in Adams and Har- 
rison streets had been ended, Judge Grosscup 
asked the lawyers to give him their authori- 
ties not later:'than tomorrow and then said: 

“The issue appears to be a legal one, al- 
though it may turn on a question of fact. 
If the claim, made by the receivers is sound, 
it is my duty to continue the Injunction and 
operate the road. That would. be my duty 
to the railway company and to the pa- 
trons of the road. If the daim is unsound 
and the city insists in good faith on its right 
to take over these lines a continuation of the 
injunction would be an act of usurpation by 
the court. So I do not wish to hold this case 
‘up longer than just long enough to inform 
my judgment.” | 

Believes Mayor Is Sincere. 

The judge stopped as if to dismiss the 

court and then, turning to Corporation 


“I ean understand that under the resolu- 
tion of the city council it was the plain duty 
of the mayor, as the head of the executive 
department of the municipal government, to 
make every possible effort to dispossess the 
street car company. I will say another thing 
at this time which has no bearing on the

partment,” answered the corporation coun- 
sel. “‘ We are as anxious as ever to negotiate 
with the companies for a settlement of the 
traction question. If the court should sus- 
tain the city’s position in this issue and dis- 
solve the injunction I will recommend to the 
local transportation committee of the city 
council that the company be permitted to 
operate its lines by means of a car license 
arrangemént, pending the negotiations for 
settlement,”’ 
Status of Ordinance in Question, 
The point in dispute in the argument as to 
the rights of the company in Adams, Des- 
plaines, Harrison, and Twelfth streets and 
\Western avenue was whether the ordinance 
passed on March 21, 1887, giving the com- 
pany rights in these streets was a new ordi- 
nance or @ confirmation of the one passed 
April 21, 1884.

But even while giving out Kouropatkin dis- 
patches the Russian military authorities do 
not concede a Japanese victory. They point 
to Kouropatkin’s own words, in which ho 
says he ordered his center and left wing to 
fall back only to his main position. This, it 
is pointed out, means that he has simply 
concentrated his forces. 


Kouropatkin Orders Retreat. 

- Gen. Kouropatkin’s report to the czar ts 
dated Thursday, and is as follows: 

“Last. night and throughout today the 
Manchurian army was engaged in a fierce 
fight. The Japanese concentrated a great 
force against our dispositions on the center 
and right wing. We carried on the fight 
from advanced positions and it became neces- 
sary to support these advance guards from 
the main position. 

“ The right wing held its advance position 
and only at nightfall, under my orders, re- 
tired t> the principal position. In the center 
the troops were forced to retire from the 
advance to the main position about 2 p. m.. 


Fighting Is Desperate. 

““ According to reports and to my own ob- 
servations, the fighting was most desperate. 
We repulsed numerous Japanese attacks and 
ourselves assumed the offensive. The heroic 
defense of its advance position by the Tomsk 
regiment is especially deserving of mention. 
* During the night our troops on the right 
flank recaptured at the point of the bayonet 


evening. 

“On the left flank severe fighting for the 
possession of a pass has been continued. Our 
troops scaled almost inaccessible rocks and 
held their ground for two days, gradually 
approaching the enemy. 


Left Wing in Doubt. 

“TI have not yet received a report of the 
result of today’s fight on the left wing. Under 
the conditions of the fightiffg the losses are 
necessarily considerable. I have ordered that 
the positions we now hold be stubbornly de- 
fended tomorrow.”’ 

No Signs of Slackening. 

There ig no sign of the battle slackening. 
On the contrary, Gen. Kouropatkin tele- 
graphs that he had ordered the army to re- 
sume the fight with unabated vigor. 

Gen. Kouropatkin himself is in the thick-, 

est of the fighting, and Gen. Sakharoff, his 
chief of staff, is personally directing recon-. 
nolssances. 
. The conflict has been most desperate at the 
center ahd on the west flank. The advance 
guards at those points had to be repeatedly 
reinforced, owing to the great pressure of 
the Japanese attacks. At nightfall] on Oct. 
12 the Russian right was withdrawn from its 
main position, but one of the abandoned posi- 
tions was retaken at the point of the bayonet 
during the night. 

There is no mention of the loss of guns. 
The war office declines to deny that there was 
such a loss, but explains that such an in- 
cident was quite possible while positions 
were changing hands, but that even if it is 
true, it is of no material consequence. 


Fight in Bitter Cold. 

According to telegrams from Russian cor- 
respondents the horrors of the battle were 
intensified by bitter cold and rain. | 

Gen. Mistchenko, who had been reported to 
be raiding in Corea, played a conspicuous 
part in the fighting on the Russian left flank. 

According to the latest news of the fighting 
in the direction of Bensihu, the Russians 
were striving for the possession of a pass, 
but no news was:received from there yester- 
day. The pass alluded to presumably is the 
Hu pass, which is mentioned in Gen. Sakha- 
roff's telegram of Oct. 11. Hu pass is eight 
miles due north of Bensihu. Should this pass 
fall into the hands of the Russians it would 
involve the capture of Bensihu, thus opening 
up the road to Liaoyang. 


LONDON THINKS IT DEFEAT. 


British Military Writers Think Kouro- 
patkin Has Lost and That His 
Lines Are in Danger. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Oct. 14.~Most of the ‘news- 
papers here regard Gen. Kouropatkin as al- 
ready beaten, and ifiterpret his dispatch to 
the czar asjan admission of defeat. It is in- 
ferred that his communications with Mukden 
are dangerously threatened by the Japanese 
left under Gen. Oku, whose advance is esti- 
mated by some to be within twenty miles of 
that city. 

There seems to be no question that when 
the latest news left the front the Japanese 
were advancing triumphantly and driving 
before them the foe, who, however, was des- 
perately resisting. 

Unbiased observer, however, will wait for 
further information before accepting the 
Russian defeat as final. They believe the 
battle may yet last some days and the for- 
tunes of war are likely to falsify any pre- 
dicted result. 

Oyama Still the Master. 

The London papers on the dispatches thus 
far received regard a complete Japanese vic- 
tory as assured. Says the Daily Telegraph: 

“Gen. Kouropatkin has shot his bolt.-. It 
seemed to be speeding well towards the 
mark, yet has missed it badly. He has suf- 
fered not merely a repulse but a disastrous 
defeat, while Japan's incomparable army, 
under incomparable generals, has added an- 
other glorious page to its chronicle of war 
and proved that Oyama is still Kouropatkin’s 
master in every branch of the art of war.”’ 

The Daily Graphic describes Gen. Kouro- 
patkin’s move as a “ gambler’s throw ’’ and 
considers that the frank bluntness of his re- 
port to the emperor seems to speak the lan- 
guage of a man who has done his best with 
the bungling advice of some superior agency. 


Full of Tragic Meaning. 

The Standard finds Gen. Kouropatkin's 
dispatch full of tragic meaning, while the 
Daily News argues that the Russian dash 
southward was prompted by a desperate 
desire to relieve Port Arthur rather than to 
Viceroy Alexieff’'s malign influence, the end

Hill Taken and Recaptured. 

Gen. Stoessel reports severe land fighting 
north and east of Port Arthur, the Japanese 
on Oct. 1 capturing Signal hill, only to lose 
it the next day. This action is referred to 
in a dispatch dated Oct. 5. It says: 

“ The Japanese, having increased the num- 
ber of their guns against the north front, 
commenced an approach against that sec- 
tion of the fortress the night of Oct. 1, but 
were stopped by volleys. 

“The Japanese then directed their attack 
on the extreme right flank, assailing Signal 
hill, which is situated near the sea, and com- 
menced an attack from Siaku hill. Having 
repulsed our sharpshooters, the Japanese 
occupied Signal. 

“At daylight Signal hill was shelled by 
Russian artillery, after whihch our com- 
panties drove off the Japanese and reoccupted 
the position. 

Fight with Hand Grenades. 

“The Japanese are using explosives in 
bombs provided with Bickford fuses, which 
they throw like hand grenades. Our gar- 
rison is successfully employing similar

Garrison’s Heroic Defense. 
While Gen. Stoessel’s report of the con-

that time was in unimpaired spirits, mak- 
ing a heroic defense against a series of the 
m<« . bitter assaults in all the history of 


sieges. 
The closeness of the fighting and the deadly 


| character of the attacks and counter at- 


tacks are shown by the fact that both sides 
are using hand grenades and that thé Japa- 
nese, after a bloody capture of the important 
signal station hill, were unable to hold the 
position in the face of the fire from the 
fortress. 

The repeated failure of the Japanese to 
‘hold a footing once gained in the circle of 
irner forts is received here with-consider- 
able satisfaction as indicating the skill with 
which the defenses of Port Arthur were 
arranged, the main line of forts supporting 
each other, so as to render any one position 
almost certainly untenable even if*tempo- 
rarily captured by an enemy. 

Ammunition Running Low. 

But the reckless ferocity of the assaults by 
an overwhelming force of Japanese seems to 
make it certain that Port Arthur can only be 
held by an immense expenditure of ammuni- 
tion, and it is becoming a serious question 
with the authorities how long even the great 
supply known to exist in the fortress can last 
in the face of the Japanese attacks. 

The most serious feature of Gen. Stoessel’s 
report, from a strategical point of View, is 
the fact that the Japanese have gotten a 
mortar battery in position to bear on the 
inner fortress. 


SUPPLIES ALARMINGLY LOW. 

TSINGTAU, Oct. 13.—A Russian officer who 
passed through Tsingtau yesterday on his 
way to Shanghai is making fabulous offers to 
shippers to take cargoes to Port Arthur. He 
admits that the supplies there are alarmingly 
low, especially those of coal. : 

The German.steamer Emma, which cleared 
from here yesterday for San Francisco with 
a cargo of coal, will attempt to reach Port 
Arthur. The foreign crew of the Emma has 
been replaced by Chinamen. Many of the 
crew deserted upon learing the destination 
of the ship. 

It is said that the Russians paid the owners 
of the Emma $15 per ton, besides depositing 
the appraised value of the vessel.

D. B. HILL ON INJUNCTIONS. 


Attacks Restraining Order in Speech at 
| Wheeling, W. Va., and Says Demo- 
| cratic Rule Would Curb It 


_ Wheeling, W. Va., Oct. 18.—David B. Hill 
injected a new argument into the democratic 
campaign here tonight—a straightforward 
condemnation of “ government by. injunc- 
tion,”’ and the demand for a law granting a 
jury trial to persons held in contempt of 
court for the violation of a restraining order 
of a federal Judge, The democratic national 
platform sustains this position, although in 
guarded terms. 

_ Wheeling was selected by the New York 
politician as the place-to emphasize and make 
& ngtional issue of this point, because of its 
varged industries giving employment to ar- 
tisdns of many vocations, and also because 
the injunction has been used here in labor 
disputes in a number of instances. The 
announcement, which was accompanied by 
a full explanation, was greeted with tre- 
mehdous applause. 

| Mr. Hill recited the histery of the use of 
the injunction in labor disputes and the diffi- 
culty of finding an adequate remedy. He 
told of introducing and securing the passage 
of a bill through the senate in 1896 to this 
end; he then recited the republican opposition 
in the house of representatives since that 
time, which was the ground for making the 
question a party issue to be called to the 
front at this time. He declared that a man 
had the right to quit work when and where 
he pleased. 

__ * The position of the democratic party upon 
this subject is right,’’ he concluded, “a 
democratic national victory will mean the 
enactment of thé measure mentioned, and 
‘government by injunction,’ as here ex- 
plained, will no longer exist."

Court Martial Finding in Statesboro 
‘Case Believed Favorable to 
Lieut.

Savannah, Ga., Oct. 18.~—The court martial 
investigating the lynching at Statesboro to- 
day concluded the hearing of testimony in the 
eaee of Lieut.

ROM time immemorial the aim of states- 
men and of ministers:in monarchical 
countries has been to prevent the sov- 

_ereign from knowing much. In 
. fact, their.ebject has been to restrict 
rather. than to supply information to the 
ruler, since their power and influence depend 
tou great extent upon the degree of ignorance 
in which they are able to keep him concerning 
the affairs that relate to their respective 
offices. 

If both Emperor Wiliam and King Edward 
have enjoyed so far more power than any of 
their immediate predecessors it is precisely 
because they have thanaged to keep them- 
selves well informed in spite of those around 
them,-and have insisted upon seeing things 
for themselves. -

There are lots of things that the king would 
see in an au bile tour through Spain 
which would necessarily escape his attention 
when making one of those official royal 
rogresses to which he has been until now 
restricted, progresses during the course ot 
which he is surrounded by a perfect army of 
dignitaries and officials, who are careful that 
he should see just only what it ig intended 
that he should be allowed to see. 
- King Alfonso, and his people as well, would 
be the gainers in every respect by an auto- 
mobile tour, such as the one which the king 
has projected. The goggles, the visored cap, 
and the coat used for motoring would serve . 
as a species of modern Haroun Al Raschid 
disguise. His identity thus concealed, Don 
Alfonso could make himself acquainted with 
many abuses, many sources of popular dis- 
content, many causes of misery, before dis- 
closing his rank, and would obtain a know!l- 
edge of his country and of his people, such 
as no other ruler of Spain has ever enjoyed. 

In view of this it is to be hoped that the 
king, despite the objections of his premier, 
who has not only invoked the intervention 
of the queen mother but has even threatened 
to resign, will persist in his intention of tour- 
ing through his dominions in every direction 
in the most modern fashion possible—that is 
to say, in an automobile—and will in this 
manner get into close touch with his lieges. 


It is not only in the principality of Lippe, 
but likewise in the grand duchy of Olden- 
burg, that popular strife is in progress 
on the subject of the succession to the throne. 
and the question now arises as togwhether 
these controversies should be left to the peo- 
ple of the principalities concerned to settle 
for themselves or whether they should be 
decided by the federal council, which is com- 
posed of the plenipotentiaries of all the sov- 
ereign states of the German empire, , 
While the latter method may commend it- 
self to some, there is ho doubt that it will 
constitute a blow at the sovereign right of 
the federal states constituting the empire, 
since from the moment when the people are 
not allowed any voice in the choice of their 
ruler, and the selection of the latter is left 
to the federal council, in which they are but 
a unit among the representatives of all the 
other sovereign states, they can no longer 
be said to have self-government. 


It will not be long before issues of the same 
nature as those now raging in Lippe and 
Oldenburg will be raised in the grand duchy 
of Baden, where the dynasty is threatened 
with extinction, in the kingdom of Wtitem- 
berg, where the Protestant population do not 
relish the prospect of succession to the throne 
of the Catholic heir presumptive, while in the 
duchy of Brunswick the federal council, 
representing the various German states, has 
declined to permit the de jure sovereign, the 
duke of Brunswick and of Cumberland, to. 
take possession of his throne in consequence 
of his refusal to recognize the German empire 
as now constituted. 
The fact of the matter is that all these petty 
sovereignties of Germany, which have been 
the subject of so much satire to playwright, 
composer and novelist are anachronisms. 
Their petty disputes are a source of ridicule 
abroad and of mortification to sensible Ger- 
mans, just as were those of the petty sov- 
ereignties of the Italian peninsula to all 
sensible Italians prior to 1862, and the sooner 
all these Offenbachian tourts and miniature 
governments disappear and make way fora 
united Germany on the same lines as the now 
united Italy, with no other sovereign than 
the German kaiser, the better it will be for 


the grandeur of the Teuton empire. 


King Oscar has taken a hand in the move- 
ment to obtain redress for Adolf Beck, who, 
although a totally innocent man, served one 
term of penal servitude for crimes perpetrat- 
ed by his double, and had just been convicted 
and condemned to a second term when the 
real culprit was discovered and the unfor- 
tunate man’s character cleared. 

In the agitation which has been organinzed 
to obtain for him something more than the 
mere royal pardon for offenses which he has 
not committed, and the pittance of $10,000, 
which he refused—he had been a rich man 
when sent to prison, and found himself ruined 
when he emerged—sight seems to have been 
lost of the fact that he was not an English 
citizen, but a Norwegian, and a subject of 
King Oscar. 

The latter, not content with directing his 
minister of foreign affairs and his envoy in 
London to.make the strongest kind of repre- 
sentation in Beck’s behalf to the British gov- 
ernment, invited this victim of a succession 
of British judicial errors to Stockholm,

patted him on the back, shook hands with 
him again and again, ‘and on bidding him 
adieu presented him with his photograph, 
to which he signed his name and likewise

It is difficult to conceive anything more 
startling than this change of poor Adolf 


oakum as a nameless convict in an English 
penitentiary, to the scene when he found 
himself seated beside his king in the latter’s 
palace at Stockholm with the latter’s hand 
clasping his own in token of good will and of 


sympathy. 


The announcement that Sir Percival and 
Lady Radcliffe are about to celebrate their 
golden wedding serves to recall the role which 
Lady Radcliffe played in the so celebrated 
Tichborne case. It may be remembered that 
prior to her marriage to Sir Percival she was 
Miss Katherine Doughty-Tichborne, the only 
daughter of Sir Edward Doughty-Tichborne. 
The original Roger Tichborne was her first 
cousin, the son of her father’s younger broth- 
er, James. Roger became deeply attached 
to Katherine. But owing to his close rela- 
tionship and likewise by reason of his reputa- 
tion for @issipation, his infatuation was dis- 
approved, and in fact Sir Edward turned 


The disapp@intment caused Roger to leave 
the army and to go abroad, and he disap- 
peared from view, being, according to gen- 
eral belief, drowned at sea in the wreck of a 
ship called the Bella, in which he had em- 
barked at Rio for Liverpool. 

The pseudo Sir Roger, known as “‘the claim- 
ant,"’ asserted that he had been rescued from 
the Bella and conveyed to Australia. During 
the memorable Tichborne trial he revenged 
himself upon Lady Radcliffe—she had mean- 
while become the wife of Sir Percival Rad- 
cliffe—for her refusal to recognize him as the 
missing Sir Roger, by making insinuations, 
both in and out ef court, affecting her honor, 
hinting, indeed, that his uncle, Sir Edward, 
had been thoroughly justified in turning him 
out of his house. | 

The nianifest falsity of these disgraceful 
insinuations, as well as the blackguardly 
sentiments which had inspired their utter- 
ance, served to alienate the sympathy of all 
decent people from the claimant, who was 
subsequently proved to have been in reality 
a butcher’s boy of the name of Orton from 
the east end slums of London, and who was 
sentenced to a well deserved term of four- 
teen years penal servitude for forgery, con- 
spiracy, and fraud.

HE success with which Japan has met 
in the war with Russia has been di- 
rectly due to the intelligence and brav- 
ery of her soldiers and sailors, the 
knowledge and ability of her generals 
and admirals, and the devoted patriotism of 
her people. It has been indirectly due to the 
progressive spirit and statesmanlike achieve- 
ments of the Marquis Ito. Ito led the move- 
ment which awakened the Japanese from a 
sleep of ages, and imbued them with a desire 
for a civilization like that of western nations. 
He founded the public schools, in which the 
young men who mainly compose the Japanese 
army and navy were educated. He built up 
the Japanese army and navy. He wrote the 
constitution which bestowed upon the people 

of Japan the blessing of self-government and 
set all classes to taking a lively and helpful 
interest in public affairs. Ito is of diminutive 
Stature even for a Japanese. A straggly 
beard covers his chin. His countenance is 
mild. His mouth, if it were that of an Anglo- 
Saxon, would be called weak. It has been 
hard of Americans and Europeans who have 
seen him to realize that this slight, modest 
little man has been his country’s Moltke and 
its Bismarck. 

Under the feudal system which prevailed 
in Japan less than forty years ago, the 
Samurai were a privileged class, which sup- 
plied the great lords who ruled the country 
with their soldiers, their scholars, their 
priests. Ito was born into this privileged 
class. His feudal'lord was the prince of 
Choshu. Japan had for two anda half cen- 
turies been sealed against foreignérs, when, 
in 1852, Commodore Perry of the United 
States navy entered Yeddo bay. The shogun 
was induced to make treaties with the United 
States and other western nations. The peo- 
ple hated foreigners and stoned and set fire 
to their ships and legations, intending thus to 
drive them out of the country. Ito saw that 
the foreigners could not be expelled by such 
crude means, and he and his young friend, 
Innouye, resolved to go abroad and learn to 
fight the “ foreign devils’ with their own 
weapons. 


The prince of Choshu loaned them $8,000 
with which to pay their expenses. In de- 
fiance of the laws, which menaced with death 
any Japanese who left his native shores, the 
young adventurers went to Nagasaki and hid 
themselves aboard an English vessel. Ito lay 
for thirty-six hours, hungry and thirsty, 
wrapped in a bale of silk. When they were 
found the captain threatened to put them 
ashore. Ito quietly answered that if this 
were done he would commit hara-kiri. They 
had meant to travel as passengers, but, know- 
ing only one English word, “ navigation,”’ 
they could not make the fact understood, and 
so these young patricians were put to scrub- 
bing decks and washing dishes. They gam- 
bled “with the sallors, were cheated, and 
reached London with but $2 in their pockets. 
. A London baker charged them §1 for a loaf 
of bread. Moneyless, in a land of whose lan- 
guage they were ignorant, they came near 
starving before they found the banker to 
whom Ito had sent money from Japan. 

They stayed in London a year, studying 
mathematics, economics, gun making, ship 
building, industries, and the constitutions of 
England and the United States. Western in- 
stitutions made a deep impression tipon their 
plastic, astonished minds. They decided that 
Japan, instead of excluding foreigners, should 
welcome and imitate them, and they went 
home to start at once a propaganda for their 
country’s westernization. | 


The path of the reformer is hard. The 
people’s hatred of foreigners had been in- 
tensified by recent collisions with them. Ito 
and Innouye made enemies by their strange 
doctrine on every hand. Innouye was almost 
cut to pleces by a crowd that attacked him 
with knives. Ito, being pursued one night by 
a mob, fled into the home of a dancing girl of 
his acquaintance. Japanese floors are made 
of boards laid loosely together and covered 
by mats. The quick witted girl raised the 
boards, pushed Ito beneath them, replaced 
the mats, and was sitting warming her hands 
at a brazier when the mob entered. Although 
dragged about the room by her hair, the 
geisha girl refused to betray her lover, and 
he escaped. This geisha girl is now the 
Marchioness Ito, and one of the most beauti- 
ful and beloved women of Japan. : 
The menaces and soldiers of the shogu 
and the prejudices and violence of the people 
were incapable of stifling the revolution 
which the courageous and determined Ito and 
Innouye started under these unfavorable cir- 
cumstances.

tional Arbitration. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 13.—Jew ae Gentile, 
Protestant and Roman Catholic, men of the 
cloth and men whose only religion is am eth- 
ical code, filled to the’ doors tonight the 
Kighth street temple of the congreation Ro- 
deph Shalom and, amid much enthusiasm, 
founded in Pittsburg a society for the pro- 
mulgation of the doctrine of international 
arbitration and universal peace. 

Added to their claims in behalf of the aboli- 
tion of war were messages of: indorsement 
from President Roosevelt, Secretary of State 
John Hay, and from Andrew Carnegie.
